YELLOW PERIL ON THE PACIFIC, 

“As one war cloud vanishes another looms 
visible in the distant horizon, now of the po- 
litical, now of the economical variety. But of 
all the dangers to peace which have disquieted 
statesmen and nations in modern times the 
‘Yellow Peril’ is perhaps the most serious,” 
writes Dr. E. J. Dillon in ‘the September 
“Contemporary Review.” 

“The Pacific question is the rock against 
which the pacific endeavours of The Hague 
Conference may be unable to prevail. Ameri- 
cansare resolved, consciously or unéonscionsly, 
to effect the commercial conquest of the Far 
East. And if they lacked the deliberate inten- 
tion they would none the less aspire instinc- 
tively, perseveringly to the acquisition of com- 
mercial supremacy there. For it is an eeanomic 
necessity. Whether, as some fancy, a tannei 
will ultimately join the United States in the 
North with Asia, and Manila become a vast 
emporiam for American mannfactures to he 
exported to South China is a detail of no great 
importance. The cardinal fact is the tendency 
of the people of the United States to look 
upon the Far East as the special market for 
their indastrial output and to become more 
and more dependent upon it. Industrial and 
commercial supremacy there will become in 
consequence a necessity, a matter of vital 
importance, and the struggle for ita struggle 
for life anddeath.And Japan is and will remain 
the most serious competitor of the United 
States. Probably in this rivalry rather than in 
any racial incompatibility lies the souree of 
the dispute between the representatives of the 
white and yellow peoples, the earliest phase of 
which is visible in California. 

“The Japanese are not only the most for- 
midable competitors of the people America far 
the markets of the Far East, they are also the 
most serious rivals of every other people for 
any and every prize worth striving for. And 
they are this, not because they are a whit 
worse than their neighbours, morally, intelletu- 
ally, or physically, but in virtae of qualities 
which we have hitherto professed to esteem 
and cultative, but which we now have reason 
to apprehend. In other words, the root of the 
matter seems too deep for any of the surgical 
instraments known to diplomacy, Already the 
struggle has begun, For the Japanese, whose 
efforts are methodical, do not allow the grass 
to grow under their feet. The strides they make 
are gigantic. The rapidity, for instance, with 
which industry was introduced into Nippon and 
cultivated and developed there is suggestive 
of the quasimiraculous growth of the mango 
plant under the mysterious manipulations of 
the Oriental juggler. 

“They work under conditions ‘not dreamed 
of by the European. There is no really vexa- 
tious workman’s legislation, there are no costly 
responsibilities to bear, and low w: are paid 
which even African natives would sneer at. 
What they lacked in their island home the 
Japs have acquired in Korea, and within a 
few years the land of the Morning Calm, dotted 
over with factories, covered with a network of 
railways and governed by laws drafted or sug- 
gested by the wisest of living statesmen, Hiro- 
bumi Ito, may become the Tancasire of the 
Extreme Orient And then ? Will a Conferenoa 
sitting in the Huis ten Bosch, between 
Hague and the ocean, cry “Thus far and no 
farther,’ with reasonable hope of being heard 
and hearkenod to? . 

“It should not be forgotten that this planet 
of ours contains in round numbers some 1520 
millions of human beings straggling to keep 
body and soul together, Approximately 830 
millions of these are in Asia, and only 690 
millions’ scattered over the remainder of the 


civilisation took its origin. What will happen 
when those masses awaken from the lethargy 
of centuries and grow conscious at once of 
their needs and thelr strength! Already China 
is rising slowly from the coma in which it was 
plunged. Having accepted Europe's advice and 
exhortations it is returning slowly to militarism 
and there are children now living among us 
who not die before China has an nae 
two inillions to defend its vital gery ich 
assuredly will not be identical with of 
the white men of Europe or the United States. 
And the more.intelligent of these children will 
known that China’a transformation was the 
work-of their own fathers,”

INSPECTION COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


The second adjourned meeting of the 
Bourse‘and Banking Co. of Egypt, Ltd. was 
held at the offices of the Company, Rue Cherif 
Pasha, yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock, and 
although protracted until nearly 8 o'clock, the 
proceedings under the presidency of the 
imperturbable M. Maroni were conducted 
without any excessive display of warmth or 
loss of temper. 

As atthe previous meeting Maitre Mercinier 
represented Messrs Arditi who were again 
absent, thus ignoring the resolution of the 
shareholders of which they had received notice 
inviting their attendance for the purpose of 
explaining the manner in which the affairs of 
the company have been conducted. Maitre 
Mercinier defended their absence on the ground 
that Mr. J. Arditi was entitled to preside at 
the meeting and was justified in refusing to 
attend in the apologetic position to which his 
colleagues appeared to wish to relegate him. 
This contention did not commend itself to the 
meeting : and the absence of Messrs. Arditi 
and Mr. Gré was censured. The chairman 
endeavoured to limit the discussion to the 
motion of the directors for voluntary liquida- 
tion; but Messrs. Mercinier, J. Aghion, 
Lapommeraye and others insisted on examin- 
ing the accounts submitted by the auditors, 
which will be published on page 4.in to. 
morrow’s issue, and questioning the transac- 
tions of the Arditis and Mr. R. Ghilio. Several 
shareholders. addressed the meeting: and at 
times the discussion was carried on simulta- 
neously by so many, that the presideritial bell 
had to be used to restore ‘order. 

During a somewhat heated discussion over 
the position of the company at the date of the 
adjustment of the auditors’ account: Mr. Maroni 
being hard pressed by Mre. Mercinier adroitly 
“shielded himself behind the auditors certificate 
which drew from Mre. Mercinier a contemptuous 
shrug of the shoulders, the learned advocate 
having apparently as little respect for the 
obscurity of British book-keeping as the direct- 
ors have shewn for English Company Law : he 
however, handsomely acknowledged that his 
remarks were in no way personal to the auditors 
of the company. 

Attention was drawn by a shareholder to 
the fact that creditors had entered actions 
against the company and that probably any 
decision for voluntary liquidation might be 
quashed by the decision of the court. It was 
therefore probably to avoid this contingency 
that Mre. Mercinier made provision for their 
representation on the committee inspection 
which he proposed. 

His amendment to the motion of the direct- 
ors was submitted and carried by a large major- 
ity, to the effect that a committee of inspec- 
tion be appointed consisting of Messrs. Alfred 
Nahman, Pappa and J. Aghion with power to 
add two-further members to be nominated by 
the creditors of the company and to lay their 
report before a meetiug of shareholders to be 
convened for the 24th, inst. 

Mr. Vattenbella withdrew his motion of a 
vote of censure on the Directors and proceed- 
ings terminated. 

Over 100 members attended including 14 
members of the bar: 47.000 shares were repre- 
sented including 23.000 of Messrs. Arditti. 

At the conclusion of the meeting all the 
directors present tendered their resignation.

LATE HAJI BROWNE'S BOOK, 


(Continued) 


On the subject of their oppression by the | 


Mameluks and their history prior to the 
French invasion, Haji Browne is. far. more 
interesting than he 1s on their contact with 
Europeans, and we confess that we’ found’ 
this, which he meant presumably as an in- 
troduction the most attractive part of the 
book; for against these old invaders he 
seems to have no quarrel, but against France 
and England he seems to bear a grudge; 
so much so in “fact that he almost confuses 
the two in his estimation of their faults, and 
seems to regard the English as in some 
measure inheriting and carrying on the injust- 
ices of the French, We cannot perhaps 
do better than quote the following extract 
from a chapter entitied “Victors: and Van- 
quished” wherein this confusion of attitude 
is illustrated; indeed this chapter’ is  prac« 
tically the key to the whole book ; the’ othe 
are repetitions of the same attitude placed 
round -different details :— 

“Tt will be seen, then, that the condition of 
the Egyptians at the time of the French in- 
vasion was, in a broad way, similar to that of 
the Saxons under the Normans, but we need 
not go back to the time when Garth bewailed 
the condition of his countrymen to find the 
masses of English people but little better off 
in this respect than were the Egyptians under 
the Mamaluks. When in 1795 Bishop Horsley, 
speaking in the House of Lords, said “he did 
not know what the mass of the people in any 
country had to to do with the laws but to obey 
them” ; and the Chief Justice in sentencing 
Muir, cried, “As for the rabble, who have 
nothing but personal property, what hold has 
the nation on them?” they might both have 
been speaking for the Mawaluk rulers of Egypt 
and yet they spoke nothing more than the 
sentiment of their class, In many other ways 
the condition of the English people at the close 
of the eighteenth century was not only not 
better than that of the Egyptians, but ab- 
solutely worse. In Egypt the people suffered 
trom the Corvée—that is to say, their liability 
to force labour, In England the press-gangs 
dragged them from their homes for Foreign 
service. In Egypt the people were liable to be 
flogged or executed on the least pretext at the 
whim of their rulers; in England they were 
subject to the same penalties by “just process 
of law,” interpreted by such humane and 
benevolent persons as the two men whom I 
have just quoted. Let anyone who will study 
the records of the time with regard to the 
condition of the people of England, those of 
France, and those of Egypt, and they cannot 
fail to see that the advantage lay with the Egyp~ 
tians, I have elsewhere tried to show that the 
Egyptians looked upon the evils from which they 
suftered, and it must be obvious from what I 
have said that this people had but little 
inducement to revolt, Could they have risen 
and annihilated the Mamaluks the only result 
would have been the immediate invasion of 
the country by a Turkish army that they could 
not possibly withstand and which would not 
fail to exact a terrible penalty from them for 
their temporary success. In Egypt then the 
people had to endure much, but the ills that 
afflicted them were intermittent, coming upon 
them only now and then after longér or shorter 
intervals of at least comparative peace and 
comfort, reminding one indeed ofthe hurri- 
canes that ravage the South Sea Islands with 
death and destruction, but, swiftly passing, 
leave the people once more to the enjoyment of 
the indolent, eare-free life they ordinarily live. 
How different had it been in France just before 
the Revolution. In Egypt the people always 
had the Ulema to plead their cause, and if 
these commonly urged them to the exercise 
of patience and submission, they did so with a 
sympathy that was real. In France priest and 
politician alike were aloof from the people and 
the evils that were crashing these were growing 
steadily day by day with increasing force, with 
no intermission, and with no possibility but 
one that found its expression in the cry of 
‘Down with the aristocrats.” There was no 
such agony of want and misery for the people 
of Cairo as there was for the people of Paris in 
those bitter days when the Revolution, unseen 
but with many warning mutterings was gather- 
ing to itself hearts of men, that these might 
form itsarmy of vengeance upon that “cream 
of civilisation” that had grown so exquisitely 
fine and sensitive that it had lost its natural 
sympathies and ceased to be conscious of its 
fellow-ship with any humanity not fitted to 
adorn its saloons. To the Egyptian the ory of: 
“Down with the Beys” would but have meant 
“Up with the Turks,” g 

To the French the cry of ‘Down with the 
aristocrats” meant “Up with myself” and so 
justice inthe crimson garb of vengeance, swept 
over the land and, like another Frankstein, 
aristocratic bratality fled from its own creation. 
In England, bad as. was the condition of the 
people, the circumstances that determined their 
action were very different from those that 
controlled the French or the Egyptians. In 
Egypt everything tended to discourage the 
people from any attempt to permanently better 
their condition. In France everything drove 
them to desperate but victorions struggle. In 
England the people had every incentive to 
action of another type. There the principle of 
constitutional government was recognised, and 
if the laws were “the most savage that ever 
disgraced a statute book” it was within the 
hounds of possibility to hope for their inprove- 
ment. The right of the pn to govern them- 
selves was not yet admitted, but their right tobe 
heard was only denied by a class which was not 
beyond attack or defeat by legal means; and in 
the last resort rebellion was possible and by no

THE NILE FLOOD. 


The following note on the Nile Flood has 
been submitted to the Minister of Public Works 
by the Acting Adviser to that Ministry under 


34 ‘date of the 9th instant :— 


There has-been little change in the condition. 
of the Nile flood during the past week. 

Thelevetofthe river has been steady through- 
out, and though it continues very low 
there is not as yet any sign of the beginning 
of the final fall. 

The flood has so far been very similar to 
and slightly worse than that of 1899, but the 
levels in the far South are. now being a little 
better maintained. 

The rise due to the improvement noticed at 
Roseires about the 22nd August has just 
reached Cairo, and will probably prove to be 
the maximum for the year. . 

It is lower than that of any year of whic! 
we have record excepting only 1877. 

The level of the river in Egypt will probably 
remain very neatly steady for another fort- 
night at least, during which time fair progress 
should be made with the filling of the backward 
basins, but many of the small canals are flow- 
ing very feebly. 

The conditions North of Assiout except for 
a few comparatively small areas to the East 
of the river remain quite satisfactory.

REFORMS IN MACEDONIA. 


THE AUSTRO-RUSSIAN PROPOSALS. 

The Vienna correspondent of the ‘“Times” 
states that in well-informed circles in that 
city it is stated that Italy bas accepted the 
Anstro-Russian scheme of judicial reforms for 
Macedonia. 

The “Neue Freie Presa” publishes a despatch 
from Constantinople containing some account 
of the Austro-Russian scheme. Its objects, 
says the despatch, are first to guatantee 
that Christians and Musulmans shall meet with 
equal and impartial justice ;secondly,that the 
Judges be renderedas independentas possible by 
regular andcertain payment of their salaries ; 
thirdly, that Christian inspectors be appointed 
to see that justice be not administered -by the 
Musulman Jndges to the disadvantage of 
Christians. According to the despatch, the 
Austro-Russian scheme is rather an ‘facte de 
contréle et de régulatisation” than an ambi- 
tious reform. It infringes in noway the Sultan’s 
prerogatives, and offera no valid pretext for 
opposition on thepart of the Porte. The despatch 
concludes with the expression of a hope that 
the Powers will be firm and unanimous in 
insisting upon the prompt acceptance of the 
scheme by Turkey.

FIGHTING AT TADDERT. 


DISPERSAL OF TRIBES. 


GERMANY’S ATTITUDE. 


CasaBLANca, September 12. 

General Drude began his advance to Taddert 
at six o'clock in the morning. Two squares 
composed of six companies each, with field 
batteries and four mountain guns, and all the 
cavalry were engaged.

The recent incidents at Bitlis and Beirnt, | ~ 
to which we referred in our leading artiole of | 


yesterday although reported in’ the “Times” 
and most other English newspapers,do not. seem 


to have attracted the attention they deserve. 


Coming as they do after a whole series of similar 
manifestations, they throw a vivid light on the 
present state of feeling both ofthe army and 
of the civil population of Turkey. 

At Bitlis the Musulman citizens expelled 
their Vali by main force, and, indeed, as he 
was not, willing to go quietly, subjected him to 
somewhat rough treatment in the process. In 
tel to the Palace they assured the 
Sultan of their loyalty, but at the same time 
said quite plainly that they could:not tolerate 
the reinstatement of the obnoxious Ferid; 
sooner than live under his rale they: would 
abandon all that they had and leave the:coun- 
try. Last year risings of the same kind took 
place at Erzerum and Kastamuni, and in those 
places the population demanded not only the 
removal of their Valis but the abolition of cer- 
tain oppressive taxes. : 

At Beirut a body of some 2,000 soldiers, who, 
after serving eight or nine years in Yemen, 
were being sent home without their pay, forced 
the captain of the transport to take them into 
the port, in defiance of express orders to the 
contrary. They landed in detachments and, 
seizing the Vali, the treasurer, and the mili- 
tary commandant, held them as hostages 
until their pay, amounting to nearly £40,000 
sterling, had been harided over to them. They 
then returned to their ship, and, on being 
landed at another port, quietly dispersed and 
made their way home. This is only one case 
out of dozens where the Turkish soldier, prob- 
ably the most patient and obedient as well as 
among the most courageous of all soldiers, has 
resorted to open mutiny, after finding that less 
drastic methods were of no avail for obtaining 
the redress of his grievances. . . . 


A striking feature of nearly all these mani- 
festations,says a correspondent to the “Times,” 
has been the self-control and discipline shown 
by those taking part in them. European wit- 
nesses dilate on the orderly way in which the 
expulsion of the Anatolian Valis was con- 
ducted, ... 


It is evident that the frequent occurrence 
of such incidents is a very important sign of 
the times in Turkey. Of course the immediate 
causes of the mutinies in the army have been 
specific military grievances. These grievances 
are neither few nor light; the soldier is ne- 
glected to an extent that is almost incredible 
in an army which was at one time the best 
organized in the world. . . . 

Of the-existing discontent the incidents in 
three of the Anatolian vilayets are not the 
only evidence. Europeans whose occupation 
brings them into touch with Turks, especially 
those who speak the language well enough to 
get on confidential terms with them, and who 
are in the habit of making business trips into 
the interior, testify to the existence throughout 
the country of a radidly growing feeling of 
exasperation. One exceptionally coolheaded 
business man, who recently revisited places 
and friends in Asia Minor after an interval of 
three or four years, was so impressed by’ what 
he saw and heard that he regards a violent 
explosion of discontent as certain to occur in 
the near future, if a serious attempt is not 
made to remedy the most crying abuse of the 
administration. |. . The other day a foreign 
diplomatist who has been many years here 
expressed in conversation with an English 
friend his regret that the British Admiralty 
had withdrawn the small cruiser which used 
to be kept in the Bosporus, and the reason he 
gave for his regret was that, in a place where 
every section of the population is so: discon- 
tented, and has such good reason to be dis- 
contented, anything might happen at any mo- 
ment, and it might some day be of supreme 
importance to have help at hand,’ instead of 
having to wait a day, or even a conple of days, 
before it could arrive. 


There is probably a certain amount of 
exaggeration in all the opinions which have 
just been quoted. Well-informed Turks do not 
regard a serious outbreak as at all likely to 
oceur, at any rate for some years ta come ; and 
certainly the order and self-restraint which 
have been such remarkable features of the in- 
cidents already mentioned give us some ground 
for thinking that neither European nor native 
Christians will run much danger, even if there 
should be a general rising against the Govern- 
ment... . 


It might be thought that, if the Turks are 
so discontented as they are here represented 
as being, they would welgome the interventions 
of the Powers in fayour of reforms. This is far 
from being the case, and indeed jt would be 
extraordinary if [rks differed so entirely 
from other nations as to relish the interference 
in their internal affairs of people who are not 
only foreigners, but aliens in race and creed. 
Moreover, there are few Turks, if any, who 
helieve that the aption of the Powers is dictated 
by any disinterested concern for the good of 
Turkey. ... 

But it is time to consider the causes which 
haye created this discontent among people 
who demand so little from their Government, 

Perhaps the most potent cause is to be 
found in the character of the men who are now 
sent to the provinces as governors and go- 
yernors-general. The old type of Vali &c.,was 
frequently brutal and corrupt, but he had 
generally served a long apprenticeship in 
smaller posts, knew his business, and under- 
stood the people and their wants, Since 
the appointments to these posts have pass- 
ed from the hands of the Porte, which, 
with all its shortcomings, had some aense of re- 
sponsibility, into the hands of Palace favqurites, 


they have been used to reward their friends, 
and have been given tomen who possess the 


The clique at the Palace is apt to take credit 
to itself for the great extension of the railway 
systew which has taken place under its auspi- 
ces.

brought it about that in almost every case the 
price paid has been out of all proportion to 
the usefulness of the line, and, moreover, this 
price is paid in the shape of kilometric 
guarantees so arranged that, the less work the 
railways do, the greater is the profit which 
they make. be 


INDIAN LOYALTY. 


TRIBUTE TO BRITISH RULE. 


An appeal has been issued in India, signed 
by ‘a number of the most influential noblemen 
and gentlemen of Bengal, totheir fellow-country- 
men, in reference to the unrest prevailing 
there. They especially desire ita publication in 
this country, in-order to show that their 
feelings are not in sympathy with the present 
movement among some of their countrymen, 
and that they are, in fact, opposed to the 
agitation. The title ‘zeminder” after some of 
the names means “landholder.” The appeal is 
as follows : 


AN APPEAL. 


Tt has been a matter of deep concern to us 
to observe the growing discontent of the people 
of this country, which has lately manifested 
itself in certain quarters in violent speeches: 
and newspaper articles. We desire at once to 
dissociate ourselves from these demonstrations, 
which only tend to alienate the Government. 
and the people from each other. It would, of 
course, be futile to pretend that the horizon of 
politics is cloudless. We have arrived at one 
of those periodical crises which arise in every 
country and which are beneficial to it or the 
reverse, according to the manner in which they 
are met. It is a crisis which calls for deep and 
earnest reflection on both sides, and not for 
noisy or violent declamation, 


The erying need of the moment is amity and 
good feeling between the various communities, 
wholehearted sympathy on the part of the 
rulers for the people under their charge, and 
co-operation: an the part of all who have the 
real interest of the couvtry at heart, Ithaa 
been grievous to us to find so much energy 
and patriotism diverted into. wrong channels, 
and we cannot too strongly condemn the tone 
and temper displayed by certain journals, both 
English and Indian, which have exercised an 
influence hostile in the last degree to the 
promotion of friendly feelings among different 
sections of the community. 


There has been more than one disagreoment 
in the past between popular sentiment in India 
and the policy which the Government has seen 
fit to purane, but those disagreements have 
never led to any serious estrangement, or 
proved, otherwise thar. helpful, hy throwing 
light upon administrative problems, and even- 
tually bringing the two parties to a hetter 
mutual understanding. We firmly believe that 
such will be the outoome af the present situa 
tion, if the same qualities of restraint and 
moderation on one‘side and consideration for 
ape: opinion on the other are brought to 

rupon it, which has saved it more than once 
in days gone by. 

We venture to assert that the bulk of the 
people of the country are loyal and Jaw-abiding. 
Wenow appeal to our countrymen, Hindys and 
Mohammedans, for a display of the practical 
good sense which some of our critics deny to 
ys. We appeal to them to disconntenance any 
wild and mischievous propaganda which tends 
to encourage disaffection ta Rtitish rule, or to 
create feelings of animosity between different 
classes and communities in India; for it is 
this tendency which furnishes the occasion and 
the excuse far the repressive measures wlich 
have recently heen resorted to, Nor must we 
forget that, whatever may he its shortcomings, 
it is ta British rule that we ows our present 
seourity of life and property, the spread of 
education, and the progress which India is now 
making according to modern civilised ideals. 

This is emphatically the worst possible time 
to enconrage unworthy sentiments of rancour 
and illfeeling. No true patriot will hesitate to 
range himself, with us, on the side of law and 
order at the present juncture, so as, on the one 
hand to restore the goodwill and harmony 
which,formerly prevailed among all classes and 
communities in India, and on the other 
to leave the authorities no ground for bringing 
ecercion to bear upon any group of British 
subjects,

Of course, the great drag on our machinery 
business in Egypt is the absolute disregard of 
British trade interests by British officials. The 
pandering to foreign susceptibilities, the con- 
sulting of foreign rather than British engineers 
on.various subjects, and the apathy with re- 
gard to foreign financial intrigues, -all ‘tell 
heavily against us, and until this is removed 
or counteracted we shall never have’ anything 
in the semblance of fair play in dealing with 
that country. In spite of all these handicapping 
conditions, however, and althongh our share 
of the imports is too low, it is satisfactory to 
note that it is considerably more than double 
that of any other individual country. Still, it 
ought to be immensely more than that, es-
